His Companions, John Keating and 
Barton Shipley, Arrested, Later 
Confess That They Were Trying to 
Break Into the Store of J. A. Whee- 
lis, 182 Van Buren Street, When the 
Latter Fired—Dime Novel Reading 
Said to Be Responsibic. 


In the arrest of two youths and the shoot- 
ing of another early yesterday morning the 
police declare that another gang of dime 
novel graduates has been broken up. George 
Reynolds, 16 years old, was shot and killed 
by John A. Wheelis, 182 Van Buren street, a 
photographer, who was awakened by the 
noise of some one trying to enter his place of 
business. Wheelis opened the front door and 
fired twice at the young men, who had run 
out of the area leading to the basement of 
his store. . 

Both shots took @ffect in Reynold’s back, 
but John Keating, his companion, who is now 
held at the central station, supported him 
for some distance before he fell to the side- 
walk. Then Keating deserted htm and he was 
found by the driver of a newspaper delivery 
wagon and taken to the Harrison street sta- 
tion, where he died. | 

Boys Make a Confession. 

Keating and Barton Shipley, telegraph 
messengers, who were with Reynolds, were 
arrested later. Shipley confessed to the po- 
lice that they had been trying to break into 
the place. After Shipley confessell Keating 
broke down and corroborated the story and 
signed a confession. 

Shipley was arrested at his home, 8726 Erie 
avenue, in the afternoon by Detectives J. 
Larkin and illiam Spain. They learned 
Shipley and Reynolds had been chums. They 
sought Shipley to ascertain whether he knew 
anything about the shooting. Shipley broke 
down and confessed that the boys had’ at- 
tempted to rob Wheelis’ store. He said they 
were interrupted by the storekeeper, who 
fired two shots at them. He also confessed 
being with Keating and Reynolds when they 
broke open a showcase In Clark street, near 
Monroe, shortly before the shooting of Rey- 


nolds, ‘ if

Shipley said he left the office of the tele- 
graph company at 1 o’clock in the morning 
and met Reynolde and Keating. First they 
went to McCoy’s hotel, where they broke , 
a number of electric light globes In a sign. |

streets, intending to pick their pockets. They 
found no one, so they broke open theishow 
case on Clark street, taking some metal 
badges. They then tried Wheelis’ store and 
Reynolds was shot. 

Keating is 18 years old and lives at’ 3423 
Bmerald avenue. Shipley is 17 years old. 


Left Home Three Months Ago. 
Young Reynolds left St. Louis three months 
ago for Chicago and found employment at 
the Majestic hotel. When he left his home 
he told his mother of his plans, but kept 
them secret from his father. Last Sunday 
Capt. Reynolds sent money to his son 
Thomas to be used in paying George’s fare

BROTHERS DIE ON SAME DAY. 


Grief Over Thomas Hayes’ Iliness Has- 
tens Progress of John’s Disease— 
‘ Double Funeral Today,

Dr. Orrin P. Gifford Approves Endless 
Chain for Subscriptions to Journal 
Yet to Be Published. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 28.—[Special. ]—Dr. 
Orrin P. Gifford, pastor of the Delaware Ave- 
nue Baptist church, the leading church of 
that denomination in Buffalo, is in serious 
trouble over his connection with the Sun 
Publishing company in this city. The com- 
pany, with the approval of the clergyman, 
started an endless chain system of selling 
stock and getting subscriptions to a news- 
paper not yet published. The postoffice au- 
thorities have excluded the literature of the 
company from the mails and District Attor- 
ney Coatsworth has begun an inquiry.

Voice ‘May Be Gone Forever. 

Reports have been current for two days 
that the emperor’s vocal chords are perma- 
nently injured.

able to speak except in a loud whisper. In

Alarm Steadily Growing.

GOSSIP OF THE ENGLISH TURF. 


Deaths of Prince Soltykoff and Sir John 
Maple Cost Racing Two of Its 
Greatest 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
{[Copyright: 1008: By the New York Herald.} 
LONDON, Nov. 28.—By the deaths of 

Prince Soltykoff and Sir John Blundell 
Maple, which have occurred within a week 
of each other, the English turf has lost two 
of its most prominent supporters. Both were 
members of the Jockey club, the former hav- 
ing been elected_as far back as 1866. but 
the latter, though he went in more heavily 
for racing than the Russian prince, was nof 
admitted to the exclusive club until a few 
months ago. His loss to the turf, however, 
is almost incalculable. | 

His famous racing establishment at Fal- 
mouth house is regarded as one‘of the sights 
of Newmarket. His splendid breeding stud 
at Childwickbury, St. Albans, gave employ- 
ment to a large number of people, and the 
sums he expended in the various depart- 
ments of racing were something prodigious. 
His place will be hard to fill. 

When measured by the standard of a 
Derby winner no animal of the highest class 
was bred by him, but no expense was spared 
to make his stud the most complete in Eu- 
rope of its kind, and perhaps the only other 
which can compare with it is that owned 
by the French sportsman, M. Blanc.

| There is no question that Michigan and 
Minnesota are in a class by themselves this 
year, and that has been demonstrated so 
satisfactorily to all that the choice of an 
eleven is considerably simplified. It resolves 
itself into deciding which is the better of 
the players in each position on those two 
teams and then looking the field over to see 
if there is in any ef the lesser teams a player 
entitled to supremacy over that selection. 
Gregory Best at Center. 
Gregory of Michigan is given the place 
in the middle of the line, with only Strathern 
of Minnesota to contest it with him. Gregory 
is the better of the two because he is heavier 
and at the same time more shifty on his 
feet than the Gopher center. He is also the 
more experienced, plays a cool game, and 
rarely makes a poor pass. His cleverness 
in working the trick taught by Yost to pull 
the opposing line offside in advance of the 
snapback offsets any advantage Strathérn 
may have in the way of aggressiveness. 
Remp of Wisconsin is an aggressive player 
also but lacks the steadiness of experience, 
and Ellsworth of Chicago, who was consid- 
ered in the first ranks last year, has been 
severely handicapped by the experimenting 
which Stagg did with him early in the year. 


Schulte and Thorpe Guards. 


_ The supply of good guards is small this 
year and there are none which stand out 
prominently enough to command a choice. 
Schulte of Michigan and Thorpe of Minne- 


'sota are given the honors, because they have 


not been outplayed this year. Schulte is a 
youngster, and his work under Yost makes 
him an exceedingly promising one. He is a 


fair punter, which makes him a valuable | 


man in connection with his ability as a line- 
man. Thorpe is able to carry the bal! either 
from his position or from behind the line. 
Rothgeb of Illinois, who has been selected for 
all western teams in: previous.years, seems 
to have been a victim to the general de- 
moralization experienced at the state insti- 
tution this year, and has gone back along 
with Ellsworth of Chicago. Phillips _ of 
Northwestern has made a good record for his 
first year in the west, but he was not tested 
against either of the leading elevens. 


Tackles Eesy to Pick. 


For tackles Maddock of Michigan and 
Schacht of Minnesota are without peers. 
They are not only good linemen, both offen- 
sively and defensively. but they are good 
ground gainers as well. Maddock is the bet- 
ter man of the two because he is the better 
all around athlete and c&in adapt himself 
quickly to emergencies. He is also a punter 
of no mean ability. The Michigan man is 
the better defense man and plays his own 
position better on the offense, as he covers 
more ground than Schacht. The Gopher ex- 
cels Maddock as a ground gainer, however, 
and the Minnesota offense this year was 
largely built up around this player. He 
more than any one else, except Dr. Williams, 
was responsible for Minnesota's score against 
Michigan. Schacht runs straight up. but it 
is because he has been wearing this seasona 
heavy cork jacket which protected him when 
tackled. He is a hard man to bring down 
and keeps his feet in a smashing play better 
than Maddock, but pit the two men against 
each other in the line and the Michigander 
will outplay his opponent. | 
| Two Captains at Ends. 

. There is a wealth of material for ends, but 
there does not seem to be any one capable of 

displacing Redden,. Michigan's captain, and 

Abbott, Wisconsin's leader, from their posi- 

tions in the first rank. Rogers of Minnesota, 

who is next in order, did not meet either of 

these two, because all three of them play left 

end. None of the men who have stood in 

front of them this year has had any show 

with either of them. Redden shines in run- 

ning down the field on punts and on open fleld 

tackling, a department in which he has noy 
peer. He is of great use offensively in dis- 

posing of his opponent before the rest of the 

runner's interference gets tothe line. Abbott. 
is not Redden’s equal in getting down the 

field, but there is no better defensive end 

in the west. His style of smashing an in- 

terference and picking out with unerring in- 

stinct the man with the ball is unequaled in 

these parts, and it is the result of years of 

experience in his position. Michigan has 

another good man in Tom Hammond, but he 

is greater In promise than in actual. per- 

formance during the first year in Yost’s 

school. His ability to kick goals makes him 

a valuable man even now, and he has three 

years yet to play. Peckum of Northwestern 

resembles Capt. Abbott in his ability to 

smash interferefhce, and he demonstrated in 

the Wisconsin game that he fs a dangerous 
man to attack unless there is a stone wall 

between him and the runner. 

Where Eckersall Excels., 

The west is prolific of quarter backs this 
year, and Michigan’s team is the weakest of 
the big teams in that one position. Consid- 
ered purely as a quarter back and in the 
matter of running a team on the fleld, Har- 
ris of Minnesota is perhaps the best of the 
lot, as he has had valuable experience in 
“big” games. But he does not excel Ecker- 
sali of Chicago enough in that department 
to hold the position when the former Hyde 
Parker’s other abilities are considered. The 
memory of Thursday’s game, in which Ecker- 
sall ap to poor advantage, should not 
be allowed to outweigh all the brilliant work 
he has done during the season.

The masonry and steel work, it is said, cost 
$17,500; the granitoid. work cost $10,000; the 
lumber, carpenter work,.and general con- 
struction will foot up to $36,000; the archi- 
tect’s fee was $2,500; and the furnishings 
and trimmings will bring the total cost to 
$75,000. 

Manager Carmody says the offices and pad- 
dock are to cost $10,000, and $40,000 has been 
appropriated for stables for the first year, 
more to be built as required. A plateau of

FOR PLAYERS OF WHIST 


FALSE CARD PLAY IS NOT OFTEN 
| 
Feature of Game Which Was Impor- 
tant a Few Years Ago Is Seldom 
Tried Now—Teams Contest Entire 
Evening Without Attempting It— 
Modern Competitors Trained to Re- 
ly on Information Given by Part- 


ner’s Pasteboards, 


{BY A. R. METCALFE.) 

False card play is a much less important 
adjunct of whist than it was a few years 
ago. It occasionally happens that a match 
is played between two teams in which no 
fdise card maneuvers are practiced by either 
during an entire evening, an incident which 
would have been impossible in former years. 

The chief reason for the change lies in the 
fact.that modern players are trained to rely 
implicitly on the information given by their 
partner’s cards, and to regard all those 
played by the opponents with a reasonable 
amount of ‘suspicion. If, therefore, the 
partner in question false cards he is much 
more lable to injure his own cause than that 
of the adversaries. : 

It does not follow from the above, how- 
ever, that false card play has ceased. It 
has merely become more scientific and play- 


-ers have discovéred it to be a-two edged tool 


which must be used with nice discrimination 
against players of known weakness. The 
most primitive sort of deception may often 
be employed to good purpose; but against 
skilled opponents absolute straightforward 
play, in a majority of deals, will lend addi- 
tional force to a clever false card when a 
real opportunity for the latter is presented, 
. Beverly Smith, the Baltimore expert, once 
recommended that with a holding of three 
to the nine, in a suit which has been opened 
by .your left hand opponent, the first trick 
held at your right, with ace or king, to play 
the nine second in hand on the return, as 
the move is likely to induce a finesse to your 
partner. 
| Deal in Local Match. 

In the recent Hamilton-Ravenswood as- 


sociation match the south player was obliged 
to lead from a suit consisting of nine, seven, 


five, four, the first trick béing as follows:

That he is capable of playing billiards so 
skillfully that few persons enjoying perfect 
physical development can rival him at the 
game ts evident and impressive. There is no 
artifice, no trickery. connected with his work, 
yet there is something’ about it that is in- 
explicable. The reason is. he has no hands 
and holds the cue between stumps, extending 
about seven inches below his elbows., That 
those stumps~have' muscular and nervous 
developments which make them so respon- 
sive to their possessor’s will that he can 
manipulate a cue so as to play expert 
billiards is almost incredible. Nevertheless 
it is true. Moreover, with those stumps 
he can do almost anything, excepting to put 
on a collag or necktie. As a penman, he Is 
quite as clever as he Is as a billiardist. 

. .. History of His Career. 

Sutton is 28 years old and is a resident of 
Milwaukee. He was born in Ohio, in Mar- 
tin. about 15 miles east of Toledo, on the 
Sandusky division of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railway. In his early 
boyhood Martin was a tumber town. Among 
the’ places in which he was permitted to 
play was a sawmill. He was healthy and 
active and avoided any mishap until over 8 
‘years old. Then he made an unfortunate 
visit to the mijl.

Bhs, swt and went about fifty yards before 
he was caught. The arteries from which 
blood was pouring were quickly bound and 
@ surgeon summoned. Amputations were 
performed and the handless experience of 
the now famous billiard expert was begun. 
After recovering from the shock and loss 
of blood he began to use the stumps as best 
he could. For a long time the ends were 
extremely tender and he could make little 
use of them. Gradually they became less 
sensitive and as gradually he increased their 
use. When 12 years old he was not only able 
to help himself generally but played base- 
ball, catching the ball between the stumps. 

Constant use of the stumps caused his 
shoulders to grow forward and he can now 


get his elbows together in a manner impossi- 
ble to a norma] man.~ eee 
Chest Is Flattened. 


His chest is flattened and in his respira- 
tions the expansion is In his back, which is 
round and Comparatively bulging apparently, 
compensating for what is lacking on the op- 
posite side. A prominent New York physi- 
cian who saw Sutton playing at Maurice 
Daly’s last March, and became deeply in- 
terested in him, remarked: 

‘* His development is a clear case of evo- 
lution. He had to adapt himself to the con- 
ditions resulting from the loss of his hands, 
and his shoulders and, back have grown to 
favor the use of the stumps.” 

Another doctor, who visited Daly’s during 
Sutton's engagement there, pronounced the 
handless expert the most wonderful and 
valuable object lesson he had ever known. 

“I am,’’, said he, “ going to have my to 
sons come and see that man, not.asa billiard 
player, but as a physical wonder, one who 
has demonstrated that extraordinary things 
can be accomplished by determination and 
ye even when a person loses both 


Usually Despair. 


“As a rule, persons who suffer such a 
misfortune abandon themselves to fate, and 
do not try to develop the use of whatever they 
may have left of their arms. The rule ap- 
plies to both young and old. This man is a 
remarkabije and enlightening exception.”

In its own special family cir- 
cle we find at least two species included, both East Indian in their distri- 
bution, although the archer fish itself extends its range to the northern 
coasts of Australia. It has a short and compressed body, ending forwards 
in a distinct “snout,” while the lower jaw is' underhung, or projects be- 
yond the upper. This conformation of mouth bears a distinct relation to 
its peculiar mode of life.

‘for the destructive action of bacteria which brings about putrefactive 


changes, and the splitting of higher organic compounds into simpler com- 
binations, the surface of the globe would have soon become one enormous, 
uninhabitable cemetery covered by the cadavers of millions and millions of 
dead plants and animals. This action of bacteria upon dead plants aud 
animals is brought about by soluble ferments, which bacteria produce. 
These ferments have an action similar to the digestive action of the 
ferments of higher plants and animals. 

But bacteria do not merely produce ferments which bring about the 
putrefaction of organic material; many of them furnish ferments which 
we constantly use in our industries. The best known fermentative process 
is the alcoholic fermentation of sugar. But this fermentatién is not 
brought about by bacterium, .but by a unicellular organism, which is 
more highly organized. and a little larger than a bacterium, the yeast or- 
ganism. However, the acetic acid. fermentation—that is, the formation of 
vinegar—depends upon a bacterium called mycoderma aceti. ‘ The ripening 
of cheese and the peculiarly agreeable flavor which some kinds of cheese 
have depend upon the presence and upon the action of bacteria. Certain 
vegetable fibers and certain vegetable stains are obtained from the raw 
material by subjecting it to the action of bacteria. So it can be easily 
shown that many bacteria perform an important and indispensable part 
in several industries. 

Nor are all bacteria disease producing. Some are even necessary 
inhabitants of our body.

The long bill @ used for the drawing of 
its prey from holes and crevices of the rocks, and, besides, being a salt 
water fish, chetodon’s chances of capturing insects, even if it did feed 
upon them, may be regarded as few and far between.

tween Sikkim and Bhutan, and described as 
being the key to Tibet. An advance is to be 
imade to Gyangtse, 150 miles from Lhassa, 
‘and some ninety miles nearer the Tibetan 
capital than Khamba Jong, where the Young- 
‘husband mission has been encamped for some 
months. This action is a result of the hostile | 
of the Tibetans. 


Col. Macdonald Takes Command. 
Col. Younghusband was summoned from 


Khamba Jong to confer with the viceroy at 


Simia. He reached there three weeks ago, 
having made a rapid journéy, via Darijiling, 
at which place he conferred with Col:Mac- 
Gonald. Since then telegraphic news has 
been received announcing Col. Macdonald 
will be in command. It was intended that 
Col. Younghusband, after his conference 
with Lord Curzon, should leave for Tibet at 
the end of October, but so far as can be as- 
certained no news of his departure has becn 
received. 

A telegram, dated Simia, Nov. 12, an- 
nounced that the troops of the mission were 
to assemble in Sikkim within a fortnight. It 
is probable there will be a number of British 
In the expedition.

Pre- 
vious to this strong representations had 
been made to the Tibetan authorities re- 
Sarding the nonobservance of the existing 
treaties: and the consequent standstill. of 
trade between India and Tibet. So far as 
can be learned, however, no reply has been 
received from the dalai lama to the mes-

Tibetans Dislike Chinese. 


Tt is a matter of common report that the 
Wibetans dislike the Chinese, and that at- 
tempts are being made to win the lamas over 
to the Russians. The Tibetans evidently 
rely on Russia's support against invasion. 
It is also reported there is a Russian subject, 
or possibly several, in the national assembly 
et Lbasea—these would doubtless be trans- 
baikaiian Buriats, like M. Zybikoff, who re- 
cently returned from Tibet. Beyond this 
ft is definitely known that a Russian traveler 
44 in constant touch with the lamaseries in 
Mongolia, and that he is getting the heads 
of these establishments urider his influence. 
‘This Russian is a clever European, formerly 
in the Chinese customs. and known to the 
British authorities at Pekin, and there is no 
room for doubt that he has acquired con- 
siderable influence with the lamas of Pekin 
and Mongolia.

Both had been arrested at To- 
peka, Kas., for the same postoffice robbery 
in 1808, and had escaped from the jafl there. 
While escaping Estell had shot and. killed 
the sheriff. Afterward both were recap- 
tured, Gordon receiving two years’ sentence, 
as stated above, and Betell a life sentence. 
We also learned that Estell and Gordon had 
been associated with James Clark, alias ‘ Pa. 
Butch,’ and William Browning, alias 
‘ Browney.’ 

“On Dec. 10, 1902, while a band of burglars 
were attempting to rob a bank at De Kalb, 
‘Tex., one of them was killed by his own 
revolver in a scuffle with the night watch- 
man. Upon seeing a photograph of this 
dead burglar we identified it as William 
Browning, alias ‘ Browney.’ Jan. 6, 1903, we 
caused the arrest of Estell and Clark at 
Memphis, Tenn., with burglars’ tools and 
nitroglycerin in their possession. Each was 
armed with revolvers. and they were about 
to leave Memphis to rob a bank in Arkansas. 

We returned them to the Illinois authori- 
ties for trial for the Marous (7i1.) holdup, 
which resulted on June 4, 1003, In their con- 
viction. Both were sentenced to indeter- 
minate terms of imprisonment in the Joliet 


Qi.) penitentiary of from ome year to life. 


Bstell admitted to our representative that 
he was at De Kalb, Téex., with Browning at 
the time the latter was killed, and also con- 


fessed: that he, Gordon, and Browning com- 
mitted the Marcus holdup. 


“These burglars are all ‘yegg’ men, and

“We identified the prisoners as James 
Lang, Charles Rogers, Walter Wood, and H. 
B. Wilson. 

These were the men who attacked your 
members—the First National bank, Orwell, 
Vt., and the Bank of Davie, Mocksville, N. 
Cc For the latter crime they were fully 
jdentified, but through an understanding 
with the United States authorities it was 
decided to first prosecute them for the bur- 
glary of the postoffice at Greers, 8. C., which 
they had committed. We assisted in their 
prosecution, furnished their criminal rec- 
ords and photographs, and arranged for 
their identification by the Auburn (N. Y.), 
Manchester (N. H.), Chariestown 
(Mass.) prison authorities. 

““ May 1, 1908, all were convicted at Green- 
ville, S. C., sentenced each to five years’ tm- 
prisonment in the United States prison at 
Atlanta, Ga., and to pay a fine of $500. 

“ At our suggestion warrants have been 
lodged for them with the warden of the 
United States prison at Atlanta, Ga.,- for 
robbing the Bank of Davie, Mocksville, N. C. 

‘*This band of burglars was responsible 
for a number of bank, postoffice, and store 
safe burglaries in New York, Connecticut, 
New Hampshire, and Massachusetts, and 
was also concerned in several ‘ holdups’ in 
the east.

Much Work, Little Booty. 

As a holdup effort on the part of burglars, 

the attack upon the First National bank of 


Irwin, Pa., was ridiculously a failure from . 


every point of view. The amount secured 
was beneath the dignity of many a hobo 
operating asa holdup manona country road 

Kansas. The trouble made for the gang, 

00, was out of all proportion to the sum 
taken. The burglars on entering the bank 
“ assaulted and bound the night watchman 
and carried him into the telephone exchange, 
where they also found the femaie operator. 
Our efforts for your association resulted in 
the discovery that the burglary was commit- 
ted by Samuel Ross, alias Cedar Ross, alias 
Sylvester, John Conlin, alias Farmer John, 
and Robert Simpson, alias ‘ Little Bobby,’ 
whom, with the assistance of the United 
States postoffice inspectors and the city po- 
lice, we arrested In Allegheny City. ! 

*“ Conlin and Simpson were sentenced to ten 
years in the western penitentiary at Alle- 
gheny, Pa. Ross had been tried and sen- 
tenced Jan. 8, 1908, to seven years’ imprison- 


ment for assaulting a citizen at Allegheny, ' 


Pa., but was taken from prison and tried for 


‘complicity in this robbery, resulting in his 


acquittal. 

“ These burglars stated to our representa- 
tives that if the membership sign had been 
properly displayed the bank would not have 
been attacked. 

“ Thomas Delaney, a member of this band, 
was arrested at Toledo, O., on July 25, 1908, 
with two others implicated in the robbery of 
a safe at Tantogany, and was transferred 
to Monroe, Mich., where there is a strong 
case against him for burglary and shooting 
an officer. 

“Thomas Bailey, alias ‘Doc’ Sweeney, 
a member of this band, was arrested at 
Scottsburg, Ind., in July, on the charge of 
safe burglary, and held im $1,000 bail for the 
September term of court. 

Joseph Bearch, a member of .this band, 
was convicted at Garrettsvilile, O., on April 
26, 1908, and sentenced to imprisonment for 
five years for the burglary of the postofiice 
safe at Garrettsville.” 

Forger Leads Quiet Life. 
Comparing the forger with the burglar 
and the holdup raider of banks, his is a 
quiet life. Of a different temperament, how- 
ever, banking upon his cleverness in every 
move, and studying and experimenting along 
new lines at all times, it is too much offhand 
to say that he is not leading the strenuous 
life to the limit-of his capacity, and oppor-

bills for his alleged employed, consequently 
his subsequent appearance with cheeks pur- 
porting to be drawn by his employer did not 
excite suspicion. Méanwhile through our 
continuous surveillance of Brush we 
termined that George Ross, alias Melbourne, 


was acting as his middleman, but as the 


forged checks were sent through the mails 
and the instructions generally by telephones 
it was a difficult matter to secure the éyi- 


éence against Brush, the forger, or to come 


nect the middleman with the one who was 


to present a forgery. 


“ Finally we found the middleman 
with one Alexander Stone, and on Dee. 27 
1902, followed Stone to the New Amsterda 
National bank, where he presented a 
for $152.50, which purported to be signed and 
indorsed by a depositor, but as the time was 


not ripe for an arrest the teller of the banig — 


was requested to retain the check and 
fuse payment on the grounds that it 
irregular. 


Tools Used by Experts. —. 

“Later, by continuing the surveillance, 
Ross, alias Melbourne, was found meeting 
with another of the presenters, Albert Hearst, 
and, on Dee, 20, with the assistance of the 
New York City police detectives, we arrested 
Brush, Melbourne, Stone, and Hearst. Inthe 
rooms of Brush we found a check perforating 
machine, a numbering machine, various 
makes of pens, inks, tracing paper, 
acids, rubber stamps, etc.—a complete for- 
gery outfit—and about 500 checks on banks off 
New York City, Philadelphia, Boston, and 


other cities, many of them for large amountay 


with forged signatures and indorsements, 
ready for uttering. Through our efforts, and 
by careful watch of the prosecution of each 


of these forgers, the results were as follows:.

store burglar and thief, and had served three 
sentences—twelve and six months im the 
House of Correction, Boston, Mass., and six 
months in the House of Correction at Phila 
delphia, Pa.

Sir Water Raleigh. 

Sir Walter Raleigh, the “ pioneer of the 
smoking world,”” was a heavy smoker. His 
tobacco box was of cyli ca] form, measur- 
ing about seven inches in diameter and thir- 
teen in height. The outside was of gilt leath- 
er, and within was a cavity for a receiver of 
glass or metal. which would hold about a 
pound of tobacco. A species of collar, that 
connected the receiver with the case, was 
pierced with holes for the reception of pipes, 


‘of which the gallant knight possessed a huge 


number. 


Nepo’eon's Failure. | 
The great Napoleon could never be brough 
to like tobaced. It is related that on a cer- 
tain occasion the Persian ambassador pre- 
sented him with an exquisite oriental pipe. 
and the emperor made heroic attempts to 
enjoy the smoking process, but finally aban- 


doned the business in disgust. Here is the

At 
his feet there was placed a box full of white 
clays. Filling one of these, he would emoke 
until it was empty, then would break i in 
twain, throwing the fragments into another 
box prepared for their reception. He would 
then pull another pipe from its straw or 
wooden inclogure; fill it, and destroy it as be- 
fore, for he had a strong aversion to smoking 
a pipe a secondtime. 


Bismarctk’s Love of Smoke. 
One of the most pleasant anecdotes of the 
late Prince Bismarck is told in connection 


with his love of smoke. Here ts the story in | 


his own words: 

“The value of a good cigar is best under- 
stood when ft is the last you posress, and 
there is no chance of getting another. At 
Koniggratz I had only one cigar left in my 
pocket, which I carefully guarded through- 
out the battle as a micer guards his treasure. 
I did not fee! justified in using it then, for I 
painted in glowing colors in my mind the 
happy hour when I should enjoy it after vic- 
tory. But I had miscatculated my chances. 
A poor dragoon lay helpless. with both arms 
crushed, murmuring for sonfething to refresh 
him. I felt in my pockets and found that I 
had only gold, which would be of no use to 
him. But stay—I. had still my cigar. I 
lighted it for him .. . and placed it be- 


seen the poor fellow's gratefulsmile. I nev- 
er. never enjoyed a cigar so much as that one 
which I did not smoke.” 


Spurreon and Haxzleg. 

The late Charles Spurgeon created a 
considerable flutter in the nonconformist 
dovecote by announcing during the course of 
a sermon that he intended smoking a cigar 
that night “ to-the glory of God.” In an ex- 
planatory letter to a daily newspaper he 
pointed out that he had spoken the words 
with deliberation and in all sincerity. 
“When.” he wrote, “I have found intense 
pain relieved, a weary brain soothed. and 
calm, refreshing sleep obtained by a cigar I 
have felt grateful to God and have blessed 
his name. This is what I. meant, and by no 

eans did I use the sacred words in any 

if_ing spirit.” Prof. Huxley, though once 
a hater of tobacco, became fm later years an 
enthusiastic smoker. On one occasion h« re- 
marked, in the: course-of a lecture, that there 
was no more harm in a pipe than In a cup of 
tea. “ You may poison yourself,” he ob- 
served, “ by drinking too much green tea, or 
kill yourself by eating too many beefsteaks. 


*“T consider that tobacco, in moderation, isa 
sweetener and equalizer of the temper.”

Death of 28’Year Old Baby Recalls 


Cases of Arrested Devel- «

of her life of twenty-eight years in 


ARIE SCHUMANN, a young woman 
M a baby’s cradle, died last. week at 


Stockerau, Germany. 
She had only the body and general appear- 
ance of a babe, but was biessed with an aduit 
mind and talked as sensibly and intelligently 


as any full grown member of her sex. She 


was visited by most of the leading physicians 
and physiologists of the continent, to whom 
she proved a peculiarly perplexing puzzie. 
She was also made the subject of many 
newspaper articles and scientific effusions, 
but her case was beyond the wit of medical 
men to understand. 

The mbther attributed the arrested growth 
of her child to a fright which befell herself 
on returning home from the christe when 
the infant was only a months old. This 
was caused by the sight of her dwelling be- 
ing carried away on the swollen waters of 
the Danube during a flood. From that time 
forward the baby failed to grow and spent 
the greater part of her life in her cradle, 
tenderly watched by her mother. Strangers 
used to be amazed at hearing an apparently 
| helpless infant talking away with all the en- 
‘ergy and airs of a woman of ripe years. 


Years Equel Her Weight. 

In Miss Janie Loder of Marion, Indiana 
possesses an extraordinary example of ar- 
rested feminine growth. For this little wom- 
an is not more than 47 inches in height, al- 
though she is now: upwards of 60 years of 
age.
